FACEBOOK’S ‘REACTIONS* 


♦ or over the change? 
Here's what to know 
about the new feature

Facebook has been testing alternatives to 
“Hke” in about a half-dozen coixntries, includ- 
ing Ireland, Spain and Japan. On Wednesda}^ it 
started making “haha,” “angry” and three other 
new responses available in the U.S. and the rest 
of the world. 

In changing a core part of Facebook— the 
y-year-old “like” button has become syn- 
onymous with the social network— the com- 
pany said it tried to keep things famiHar. The 
thumbs-up “like” button will look just as it long 
has, without the other choices cluttering the 
screen or confusing people, ^u have to hold 
that button for a second or two for the alterna- 
tives to pop up. 

Here are seven things to know about Face- 
book’s latest feature, known as Reactions. 

What*snottolike? 

When a friend posts that his father has died, or

Facebook chose to offer more nuanced reac- 
tions —“love,” “haha,” “wow,” “sad” and “angry” 
alongside “Hke”— to give users “greater control 
over their expressivity” said Julie Zhuo, Face- 
book’s product design director. 

Why these choices? 

Facebook went through comments on friends’ 
posts, as well as emoji-like stickers people were 
using. It chose the most common ones and 
tested those. 

Facebook ultimately chose these six reac- 
tions for their universal appeal— something 
that could be understood around the world. 
Even a generic happy face “was a little bit 
ambiguous and harder for people to under- 
stand,” Zhuo said. 

Each reaction comes with an animated 
emoji, such as the thumbs-up for “Hke” and 
a heart for “love.” These emojis will look the 
same around the world, but phrases such as

How to get started 

The rollout is expected to take a few days to 
complete, ^u’ll get the feature automatically 
on Web browsers, but you’ll need to update 
your app on iPhones and Android devices (no 
word yet on Wndows and BlackBerry). 

Facebook already shows how many people 
Hke a post and lets you tap or cHck on the count 
for a list of people. Wth Reactions, you see 
how many people have reacted in some way 
along with the top three reactions. You can get 
breakdowns for each reaction— the total and 
specific people. If you don’t update your app, 
you’ll just see the nxxmber of Hkes. 

A happy bias? 

Facebook has a complex formula for deciding

But Facebook wants to show what h thbiki; 
you’re most interested in— and that migjir tiki- 
mately mean mostly happy posts, rat hi! r Thin 
ones that evoke sadness or anger. Zhuo Mid 
Facebook will tweak its formulas based on Iki w 
people respond. 

Express that anger 

These alternative reactions are for all posts, in- 
cluding those from groups and brands. A com- 
pany won’t be able to block the abiHty to mark 
its posts with anger. 

It took a year to develop 

Why so long? Besides deciding on how many 
and which specific reactions to offer, Facebook 
needed to figure out the right way for people 
to discover and use it. Zhuo said CEO Mark 
Zuckerberg pushed for the long-press method 
as a balance. 

The feature is expected to evolve over time, 
and Facebook may add or change choices 
based on feedback.

RICKETTS: WE HAVE 
NOTHING TO HIDE 


CUBS OWNER UNFAZED 
BY DONALD TRUMP’S 
TWITTER THREAT

Cubs owner Tom Ricketts emphasized his 
preference to re-sign president Theo Epstein 
while stressing he and his family have noth- 
ing to hide regarding a threatening tweet by 
presidential candidate Donald Trump. 

“It’s a little surreal when Donald Trump 
threatens your mom,” Ricketts quipped in 
response to Trump’s tweet that the Ricketts 
family has a lot to hide after it was revealed 
that matriarch Marlene Ricketts contributed 
heavily to an anti-Trump committee. 


“But the fact is whether it’s my mom, or my 
dad on his Ending Spending stuff, or my sister 
on marriage equality or my brothers on what 
they do, or what we do with the team, we’re 
pretty much an open book. We stand up for 
what we believe in. We support the causes we 
think are important. And that’s what America 
should be. That’s who we are. 

“Look, if we had something to hide, you 
guys would have found it by now. I’m sure.” 

Ricketts had dinner with Epstein on Tues- 
day and expressed a sense of urgency to re- 
sign Epstein and make him the highest-paid 
executive. 

“I think he’s the best at what he does in the 
game, and from a compensation standpoint. 


it should be reflected,” Ricketts said. “I think 
we’re generally on the same page. We spend a 
lot of time together, not just on a contract.” 

Epstein is in the final year of a five-year, 
$i8 million contract. Since then, Los An- 
geles Dodgers president Andrew Eriedman 
has dwarfed that contract with a five-year, 
$35 million contract signed before the 2015 
season. 

Ricketts stressed that the Cubs’ goal is to 
win the World Series. 

Renovations at Wrigley Eield remain on 
schedule, and Ricketts would like to start dis- 
cussions involving an All-Star Game as soon 
as renovations are complete. 

Discussions with the city of Chicago to im- 


prove security around Clark and Addison are 
ongoing. 

The Cubs’ projected payroll is expected 
to hover around $150 million, the highest in 
franchise history And that doesn’t concern 
Ricketts, especially since renovations will re- 
sult in more revenues, along with a new local 
television contract after 2019. 

“We’re comfortable with where our payroll 
is now,” Ricketts said. “Can it go forward? 
Yeah. The fact is we’ve done a lot to grow the 
revenues of the team over that length of time. 
We’re in a good spot. And to be able to have 
this payroll with an old TV deal is pretty good. 
With a new TV deal, we should have more fi- 
nancial flexibility”

Getting a little spruced up when you’ve got 
the winter blues never hurt, right? Even if 
it’s a sweatpants day, Spinning J’s Red Velvet 
Ribbon soda might be the kind of spruce 
you’re looking for. 

When Dinah Grossman, co-owner of the 
Humboldt Park pie and soda shop, created 
the seasonal drink, she was picturing the hol- 
iday season in Maine with citrus fruits and 
evergreen wreaths with big red velvet rib- 
bons. The concoction is a balance of sweet 
and tart with housemade cranberry-honey 
syrup and spruce and bitter orange essential 
oils. Careful not to overpower the drink with 
spruce, Grossman said the eucalyptus-like 


flavor “wakes up your senses” with the cran- 
berry base and hints of citrus. 

We raved about SpinningJ when it opened 
over the summer: The shop’s old-fashioned 
sodas feature fresh fruits, herbs, botanicals 
and essential oils in the soda syrups. Other 
drinks on offer this season are the pepper- 
mint patty hot chocolate with fudge sauce 
and marshmallows made in-house (and 
tinted green with chlorophyll) and a citrusy 
herbal Snow Bird soda, with pink grapefruit 
syrup and avocado leaf and fennel bitters 
($4.25 and $4.50, respectively). 

And of course, there’s plenty of pie to go 
around.
